Washington, Jan. 13.—Secretary of 


the Navy George von L. Meyer, ap- 
parently is making a strong impres- 
sion with his plan of navy reorgani- 
zation. Mr. Meyer has appeared sev- 
eral times before the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, which is deter- 
mined to study his plan thoroughly 
and give him all reasonable chance to 
demonstrate that it will be effective. 


Some of the committee regret that 


the Newbcrry plan was not given a 
longer test. It bad the distinct merit 
of holding one official in a navy yard, 
and one alone, responsible for 
the 


construction and outfitting of a ship. 
This official was the naval constructor 
The Meyer plan, by dividing navy 
yard work into two groups, hull and 
machinery, would place the 1>urden 
upon two officials. 
The house com- 


mittee on .naval affairs has been very 
friendly to the Newberry plan and 
still thinks well ot it. It is only fair 
to say, however, that the members of 
the committee are open minded as to 
.he ambitious scheme 
which 
Mr. 


Meyer has outlined. Outside the na- 


al committee, throughout the country 
;cnerally, 'in fact, the Meyer plan has 
made 
s too 
approved by Congress in all its de- 
tails cr even in its essentials, yet it 
would not be surprising if gradually 
congress came to stand back o£ the 
proposed reorganization.. 


Following are some of Secretary 


Meyer's utterances before the house 
committee on naval affairs: 


Will Navy Do Away with Steam? 
Mr. Thomas. I am under the 
im- 


pression that we will do away with 
steam entirely? 


Secretary Meyer. It is possible, but 


we will have to have motive power. 


Mr. Thomas. We will propel the 


ships by gas engines ant] have 
the 


gas producers? 
.'"Secretary Meyer. Possibly. 
Navy Yards Military Establishment 


Secretary Meyer. I regard a navy 


yard as a 
military establishment, 


which exists as a repair machine shop 
for the sake of the fleet only. If the 
fleet is wiped out, you do not need 
the navy yards, and that is where the 
military question 
comes 
in. 
The 


character of the seamen in the pafct 
ten or fifteen years 
has 
entirely 


changed. That is, what the old navy 
wanted was a sailor, a man who had 
been before the mast, a man who 
could run up the mast with readiness, 
unfurl the sails, and be an all-around 
man. 
\Vliat the navy wants today is 


not that class of man, who is set in 
his ideas, but we want young men 
who can be trained to manage the 
mechanical features of a modern bat- 
tleship. An inland man Is often bet- 
ter than a man from near the 
sea, 


because he comes with no 
prepon- 


ceived ideas a,id learns what he is 
taught. 
It is important that he 


should have the facility for acquiring i 


knowledge of electricity, mehcanical 


and machinery work, because 
our 


real battleships today are nothing 
more or less than great big moving 
machine shops. 


Now, 
then, the reason we do not 


liave civilian supervision the same a^ 
in a commercial concern is that it has 
been found—the voyage of the fleet 
around the world demonstrated it— 
that it is o£ vital importance that a 
naval officer should have not merely 
navigating knowledge, but he must 
have today shop experience to 
get 


the best results, and knowing how to 
apply the shop experience to the ma- 
chinery in motion. 
For 
instance,

cases

the experience at sea, the practical 
application of; their 
knowledge, so 


that they were.able to keep the ma- 
chinery in repair and good running 
order. 


Hull and Machinery 


Secretary Meyer. I would like to 


interject, if I may, that we are still 
going to profit by the principle of con- 
solidation which was made under Or- 
der No. 9, which Mr. Newbcrry pro- 
mulgated, by which a lot of buildings 
were released and also,by which we 
get rid of a number of shops and 
tools. 
All those advantages of con- 


solidation will be maintained with the 
exception that instead of having one 
manufacturing .department, with one 
constructor over it and then a young 
constructor over every other division, 
whether he has had any experience 
in that work or not, we are going to 
have two logical divisions, which ex- 
perience both in England and Ger- 
many and in our own shipbuilding 
concerns in this country has shown to 
be wise: two divisions of manufacture 
one hull and the other machinery. In 
that way you will have an expert 
man, a specialist in his worn, respon- 
sible for the hull work, and an ex- 
pert and specialized engineer respon 
sible for everything connected witl 
the machinery and I claim that h 
that way the work will not only be 
expedited, but it will be more thor 
ough and more economical. 


Admiral Bowles an Exception 
Mr. Dawson. Is it not true that the 


men in'the staff 
have shown the 


highest efficiency in the navy yard ad., 
ministration', as ' witnessed1" by" the 
number of men who have gone out of 
the Aaft Into private establishment? 


Secretary Meyer. "I do not know-of 


any 
marked 
case except 
Admiral 


Bowles. But I do not think because a 
man is a constructor he is necessarily 
fitted to he the head of a navy yard. 
You see, the personal equation comes 
in there, and administrative ability is 
what is needed. 


Mr. Dawson. I happen to know a 


constructor whom I regard as a very 
efficient business man. If there were 
such—and I know there are—under 
this plan would you be able to avail 
yourself of their services in the navy 
yards? 


Secretary Meyer: Yes; but not al 


tho head of the yard. I. would avail 
myself of him by putting him at the 
head of the hull division or the man- 
ufacturing department, and 
that 
is 


work enough of a technical character 
for one man. 


Jealousy In the Navy 


Secretary Meyer. 1 regret the fact 


that there does seem to be 'some jeal- 
ousy, which might be obviated as you 
suggest, but 1 see no reason for such 
a step. 
My idea is that it can be 


eliminated gradually, especially if I 
can make both the line and staff feel 
that personally I havp n6 prejudice 
either way. I call to the attention of 
the committee that in one case I left 
the question of material open advised- 
ly, so that in the future it could bc- 
a line officer or a staff officer, provided 
no happened to be, in the mind of the 
secretary, the most advantageous man 
to select. It so happened that the 
man who, from my observation, was 
best qualified to till the position at 
tnc. moment was Admiral Swift, from 
the varied experience he had had. It 
might happen it would be a construc- 
tor. 
I felt that that should be left 


open.

CLIMBED OVER A TRANSOM 


DRINKING SEA WATER 


Daughter of Prison Keeper Spotted 


Fugitives and He Immediately Takes 


1t\e.Trail—Captures Both, but One 


Breaks Away Only to Be Caught 


-Again—Both Loco All Their Prison 


Privileges 


New York, Jan. 13.— All the privi- 


leges that Francis Frank and Fred- 
erick A; Nedwid enjoyed as start 
term prisoners In Sins Sing have been 
'revoked because of their escape, from 
the institution and the chase they led 
attendants and citizens over the es- 
tates of John D. Rockefeller and Miss 
Helen Gould. 


Frank was captured while hiding on 


the estate of Miss Gould. He strug- 
gled to escape, but was knocked down 
and finally made captive. 
He bruised 


his captor with kicks and punches. By 
escaping from the institution the. men 
mii8t"iifow serve to the very limit the 
sentence imposed on them. 
Their 


running away deprives them of the 
commutation of sentence that results 
from good behavior. 


The convicts got away by climbing 


over, the transom in the prison kitch- 
en. 
Hoth worked in the bakery. They 


were called at 6 o'clock to begin their 
duties. No sooner had the men been 
left In the kitchen than they climbed 
over the transom, dropped into Vhe 
snow and made their way to the river.

of members of two syndicates that ar 
credited with making an extremely 
profiiable business of the traffic. 


George K. Turner was called to tell 


the grand jurors what he knew about 
the white slave traffic.

stood that while Turner Imparted in- 
formation of a general character lie 
could tell nothing on which any one 
might be prosecuted for participation 
In the affairs of any such organiza- 
tion.

Every day's progress of the inves- 


tigation draws the line a little closer 
about the inner coterie where con- 
trol of the traffic Is believed to lodge.
